Step foot into Larsioni’s, Mishi- 
cot Pizzeria, Rib and Spaghetti 
House at 312 North Rockway in 
downtown Mishicot and you will 
be greeted by the owners, Mark 
and Kathie Larson. I stopped 
there recently and would like to 

, share some history with you. 

' _ The original building housing 
the pizzeria (that portion con- 
taining the bar) has an intriguing 
history. Constructed as a livery 
stable in the late 1800s, it served 
this function for many years. 
With the emergence of the auto 
age, the livery business became 
unprofitable and the building 
was used as a storage shed. 

The passing years were wit- 
ness to many events including 

¢ Mishicot’s infamous axe murder, 
occurring within a few feet of this 
building, and a survivor of the 
great fire that destroyed much of 
main street. 

In approximately 1930, Frank 
Riha converted a portion of the 
ground floor to a crude but func- 
tional saloon while retaining the 
loft, complete with hay, asa 
backdrop. Over the years, a num- 
ber of proprietors operated the 
saloon, the longest of which was 
37 years by Carl and Irene John- 
son, who sold the business to the 
present owners in 1983. 

On April 14, 1989 the business 
began as The Mishicot Pizzeria. 
The 1,500 square foot addition to 
the north was opened on July 30, 
1993 and is a very nice imporove- 
ment to the area. 

This enlarged facility gives vis- 
itors and residents alike the op- 
portunity to enjoy excellent food 
along with congeniality. On the 

- back of their menu, the last para- 
graph reads, “Above all, may The 
Good Lord take a liking to you 
and make you come back quick!”
